INFORMATION  for  TOURISTS  to  the  CONTINENT. 


Passports. — The  stringent  regulations  of  the  Conti¬ 
nental  Police,  and  of  the  Passport  system,  are  the  great 
annoyances  of  travellers’  But,  by  attention  and 
courtesy,  vexation  and  inconvenience  may  be  avoided. 

Landing. — When  the  steamer  reaches  port,  the  tra¬ 
veller  finds  himself  pestered  by  discordant  cries  of  the 

{>orters  of  the  different  hotels.  To  avoid  inconvenience, 
et  him  determine  on  his  hotel  beforehand ,  and  name 
it  at  once,  when  the  agent  for  it  will  step  foi-ward. 

Hotels. — It  is  not  necessary,  in  travelling  on  the 
Continent,  for  a  gentleman  and  his  wife,  supposing 
they  wish  to  lire  with  economy,  to  take  a  sitting- 
room.  Travellers  may  drink  tea  in  their  bedroom  if 
they  like  ;  but  they  always  dine  in  the  public  rooms. 

Luggage. — I  s  a  general  rule ,  travellers  should  take 
with  them  the  least  complement  of  luggage  possible 
in  Continental  tours ;  bearing  in  mind  that,  on  Conti¬ 
nental  Railroads,  every  pound  of  luggage  is  charged 
for,  except  so  much  as  carried  by  the  traveller.  Larger 
quantity  should  be  sent  on  per  luggage  train. 

Funds,  &c. — Travellers  should  take  care  to  inform 
themselves  as  to  the  currency  of  each  country  which 
they  intend  visiting,  with  a  view  of  making  themselves 
practically  acquainted  with  its  representative  value. 
Circular  Notes  will  be  found  the  most  economical  and 
safest  mode  of  carrying  money  on  the  Continent.  They 
have  this  advantage  over  letters  of  credit,  that  the 
bearer  may  receive  his  money  at  different  places  in¬ 
stead  of  one  fixed  place.  Each  of  these  Notes  is  equi¬ 
valent  to  the  sum  of  £10  or  more  ;  and  in  addition  lie 
receives  a  general  Order,  addressed  to  the  Foreign 
Agents  of  the  House  in  the  different  parts  of  Europe 
The  Notes  are  to  order,  and  the  holder  should  not 
endorse  them  until  lie  receives  the  money. 
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Custom-House  Regulations. — Passengers  are  not 
permitted  to  take  their  baggage  with  them  on  shore. 
The  Custom-House  porters,  who  are  responsible  for  its 
safety,  convey  it  from  the  vessel  to  the  Custom-House 
where  the  owner  had  better  send  the  Commissionaire 
afterwards  with  the  keys.  The  Commissionaire  will

Travellers  landing  at  Calais, 
and  intending  to  proceed  immediately,  to  Pans,  may  g 
avoid  an  inspection  of  their  baggage  till  they  reach -Jr 
Paris,  by  making  a  declaration  to  that  effect  at  tht  # 
Custom-house.  Travellers  proceeding  through  France  \ 
to  Belgium  direct,  will  avoid  examination  by  the 
French  Custom-house  authorities  by  making  a  similar 
declaration.  If  the  traveller  lands  at  night,  he  is  al¬ 
lowed  his  carpet  bag.

France.— English  visitors  do  not  require  Passports.

Holland. — A  Foreign  Office  Passport, is  necessary. 
The  visa  may  be  obtained  at  the  Ambassadors  on 
giving  a  day’s  notice,  and  leavingthc  Passport ;  or  at 
the  Consuls,  on  application,  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  5s. 

Prussia.— British  subjects  are  allowed  to  enter  the 
Prussian  dominions  with  a  Passport  from  the  British 
Foreign  Secretary,  or  other  British  authority,  without 
the  signature  of  the  Prussian  Ambassador  or  Cousul 

Austria.— British  subjects  must  be  provided  with 
a  Foreign  Office  Passport,  countersigned  by  the  Aus¬ 
trian  Ambassador.  The  Austrian  visa  may  be  ob¬ 
tained  gratis  between  the  hours  of  12  and  2,  at  the 
Austrian  Legation,  7,  Cliandos-st,  Cavendish-square. 

Foreign  Office  Passports. — Continental  Tourists 
are  recommended  to  procure  a  Foreign  Office  Pass¬ 
port,  and  have  it  countersigned,  before  leaving  Lon¬ 
don,  by  the  authorities  of  the  various  countries  they  ^ 
intend  to  visit. 

The  following  are  the  Regulations  issued  by  the 
Foreign  Office  with  regard  to  Passports : — 

“1.  Applications  for  Foreign  Office  Passports  must 
be  made  in  writing;  and  addressed  to  Her  Majesty’s  . 
Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs,  with  the  word  \ 
“  Passport”  written  upon  the  cover. 

‘  2.  The  Fee  on  the  issue  of  a  Passport  is  2s. 

“  3.  Foreign  Office  Passports  are  granted  only  to 
British  subjects,  or  to  such  foreigners  as  have  been 
naturalized.  In  this  latter  cose,  however,  the  party  : 
is  described  as  a  “  Naturalized  British  subject.” 

”4.  Passports  are  granted  between  the  hours  of 
eleven  and  four,  on  the  day  following  that  on  which 
the  application  for  the  Passport  has  been  received. 

“  5.  Passports  are  granted  to  persons  who  are  either 
known  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  or  recommended  to 
him  by  some  person  who  is  known  to  him  ;  or  upon 
the  written  application  of  an y  Banking  Firm  estab¬ 
lished  in  London  or  in  any  other  part  of  the  United 
Kingdom ;  or  upon  the  production  of  a  certificate  of 
identity,  signed  by  any  Mayor,  Magistrate,  Minister 
of  Religion,  Physician,  Surgeon,  Solicitor,  or  Notary. 

6.  Passports  cannot  be  sent  bj'  the  Foreign  Office 
to  persons  already  abroad.

Under  the  provisions  o  f  tlie  Belfast  Improvement  Act  (?  &  9  Vic., 
c.42)  an  elaborate  code  of  regulations  has  been  framed  by  the  Town 
Council,  with  a  Schedule  of  Fares  of  Public  Conveyances  in  the 
borough,  and  within  ten  miles  round  it,  the  whole  of  which  may  be 
found  in  a  Manual  published  under  the  authority  of  the  Council. 

No  charge  is  to  be  made  for  luggage,  but  no  driver  shall  be  com¬ 
pelled  to  exeeed  1 121bs. 

The  scale  of  fares  are  those  laid  down  for  the  day,  and  every  fare 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  performed  between  1 2  night  and  "  a  m 
shall  be  charged  one-half  more  than  the  ordinary  rates :  such  extra 
charge  being  only  imperative  on  notice  being  given  by  the  driver. 

Distances  shall  be  measured  by  the  nearest  carriage  way,  to  be 
computed  from  the  stand  or  place  where  the  carriage  may  happen 
to  be  engaged  or  hired.  Jn  computing  Time  Fares,  allowance  is 
made  for  time  employed  in  going  from  any  stand  and  returning  to 
the  nearest  stand  after  being  discharged,  supposing  the  rate  of 
travelling  to  be  ; i  ve  miles  an  hour.  When  engaged  by  Distance, 
if  detained  more  than  10  minutes  in  taking  up  or  setting  down,  for 
every  15  minutes  there  shall  be  chargeable  2d.  for  each  1 -horse  2- 
wheel  carriage,  and  3d.  for  each  4-wheel  carriage,  and  for  2-horse 
carriages.  Id.

8d. :  if  a  2-horse 
carriage,  2s.  4d. :  and  the  detention  shall  not  exceed  one  hour. 
One-horse  conveyances  must  carry  two,  and  2-horse  conveyances 
four  persons,  further  numbers  being  chargeable  with  a  proportional 
additioiral  fare.  A  child  under  7  years  of  age  shall  not  be  counted 
unless  where  there  shall  be  more  than  one,  in  which  case  two 
children  shall  count  as  one  adult.

Io  the  Commercial  anil  travelling  Public  generally  the  importance  of  an  Itinerary,  showing  the 
'•  Distances  ot  (  ities,  I  owns,  and  \  illages,  from  nearest  Railway  Stations,  can  scarcely  be  over  estimated ; 
f  as  through  its  instrumentality  calculations  can  be  made  as  to  the  probable  duration  and  expense  of 
a  journey  before  staiting.  It  is  almost  needless  to  add,  that  the  value  of  such  information  would  be 
still  further  enhanced  by  any  particulars  showing  the  relative  importance  of  the  several  places  to  be 
visited.  In  this  respect  1  opulalion  is  t lie  best  test  that  can  be  supplied.  In  compiling  an  Irish 
|  Itinerary  showing  Distances  from  Railway  Stations,  it  has,  therefore,  been  considered  advisable  to  add 
the  Population  of  the  respective  places  at  each  of  the  last  three  enumerations,  as  thereby  the  progress 
or  retrogression  since  1841  of  the  several  places  is  shown  at  a  glance. 

A  Travelling  Guide  is  not  the  proper  medium  in  which  to  introduce  the  discussion  of  social  ques¬ 
tions  or  disquisitions  as  to  the  causes  of  social  phenomena,  It  can  scarcely,  however,  be  out  of  place 
to  give  a  brief  summary  of  the  results  indicated  by  the  voluminous  tabular  statement  in  the  following 
pages.  For  example,  the  Decrease  in  the  Population  of  the  greater  number  of  the  Cities  and  Towns  of 
Ireland  between  1841  and  1861  has  been  very  remarkable  ;  but  it  has  been  comparatively  insignificant 
when  contrasted  with  that  of  the  Rural  Population,  as  will  be  seen  by  a  reference  to  the  following 
Table:—

FALCONER’S  GUIDES. 


\T1ie  followinq  notice  is  relocated  in  consequence  of  Mr.  Falconer  persisting  in  making 
an  improper  use  of  the  title  of  THE  OFFICIAL  GUIDE.] 

Falconer’s  Guides  have  been  kept  so  prominently  before  the  public  for  the 
past  three  years,  by  placarding  the  shop  windows  and  by  a  considerable  gratuitous 
circulation,  that  if  compiled  with  even  a  moderate  regard  to  the  wants  of  the 
travelling  community,  they  should  ere  this  have  attained  a  respectable,  if  not  a 
leading  position;  but  their  inherent  worthlessness  has  made  then’  publication 
far  imhill  work ;  and  every  other  dodge  having  failed  the  publisher  announces 
one  of  them  as  “  Published  Officially  every  Month,  and  the  othei  as 
“  Falconer’s  Official  Guide,”  hoping  thereby _tc ‘induce  the  unwaiy^o  sub¬ 
stitute  one  or  other  of  his  publications  lor  “  1HE  OFFICIAL  Gl  IDL. 

If  Mr.  Falconer  could  induce  any  portion  of  the  travelling  public  by  fair 
means  to  place  confidence  in  his  publications,  no  one  would  have  any  reason  to 
complain;  but  when,  by  filching  the  title  of  the  leading  Guide,  he  seeks  to  cover 
the  shortcomings  of  his  own,  the  device  not  only  justmes,  but  demands  the 
widest  publicity  being  given  to  it. 

When  THE  OFFICIAL  GUIDE  was  commenced,  over  ten  years  ago,  there 
were  three  Irish  Railway  Guides  in  the  field — Walsh’s,  Wyer’s,  and  Morgan  s. 
Put  these  were  so  far  short  of  the  requirements  of  the  times  that  the  want  ol 
r  proper  ^avellbg  Guide  was  much  Veit,  and  THE  OFFICIAL  GUIDE  was 
brought  out  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Managers  of  the  leading  Railwav  and 
Steamboat  Companies.  Walshe’s  and  Morgan’s  Guides  only  survived  the 
competition  of  THE  OFFICIAL  for  a  few  months.  In  the  hope  of  being  abl_e 
to  continue  the  publication  of  Wyer’s  Guide,  it  was  issued  in  an  improved 
form  at  a  large  expenditure,  but  it  also  was  unable  to  withstand  the  competition, 
and  eventually  its  publication  was  abandoned. 

A  short  time  previous  to  the  discontinuance  of  the  publication  of  Wyer’s 
Guide  a  gentleman  connected  with  one  of  the  railways  thought  that  an  Irish 
Ponnv,  Railway  Guide  might  meet  the  public  wants,  and  he  brought  out  the 
Dublin  Pocket  Railway  Guide;  but  THE  OFFICIAL  GUIDE  had  then  so 
thoroughly  occupied  the  field,  and  left  so  little  to.  be  desired,  that  the  publica¬ 
tion  of  The  Pocket  Guide  was  also  soon  discontinued. 

Mr.  Falconer  was  the  printer  of  Wyer’s  Guide,  and  also  of  The  Dublin 
Pocket  Gutde,  and  from  the  information  acquired  by  theii  publication  m  his 
office  he  thought  that  he  could  revive  them.  The  Tables  of  Wyer’s  defunct 
Guide  he  reproduced  as  Falconer  s  Guide,  adding,  aftei  some  time,  Pub¬ 
lished  Officially  every  Month.”  The  defunct  Dublin  Pocket  Guide  he 


renroduced  "as  Falconer’s  Pocket  Guide,  and  recently  as  Falconer’s  “  Offi- 
mi?’  Pocket  Guide.  It  is  this  unjustifiable  use  of  the  Title  of  THE  OFFICIAL

GUIDE  that  demands  this  expose  at  our  hands. 

As  illustrations  of  the  carefulness  of  the  revision  of  Falconer’s  Guides,  it 
may  be  sufficient  to  give  two  or  three  examples. 

A  Morning  Train  from  Belfast  to  stations  on  the  Dublin  and  Belfast  Junction 
line  was  announced  monthly  in  Falconer’s  Threepenny  Guide  for  more  than 
two  years  after  the  train  had  ceased  to  run,  and  the  error  icas  at  length  only  cor¬ 
rected  after  forming  the  subject  of  conversation  in  this  office.  Again,  the  steamer 
*•  Mars”  was  announced  in  the  same  Guide  as  leaving  the  North  Wall  every  week 
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for  Wexford,  for  two  years  after  the  steamer  was  withdrawn :  and  the  error 
was  at  length  only  corrected  after  the  subject  being  talked  of  in  this  office!  On 
another  occasion,  a  page  was  copied  from  THE  OFFICIAL  GUIDE  into  Fal¬ 
coner’s  Threepenny  Guide,  and  the  references  therein  to  the  pages  of  THE 
OFFICIAL  were  continued  in  Falconer’s  Guide  for  many  months  without  the 
blunder  attracting  attention.  In  the  November  number  of  this  Guide  an  an¬ 
nouncement  appears  to  which  is  appended  the  signature  of  Mr.  Eykelbcsch, 
Secretary  of  the  Irish  North  Western  Railway  Company,  of  a  Conveyance  run¬ 
ning  between  Bundoran  and  Sligo  in  connection  with  the.  Mid-day  Trains  between 
Bundoran  and  Enniskillen,  said  conveyance  having  been  withdrawn  in  August 
last !  In  the  same  publication  a  notification  appears  with  the  signature  of 
Mr.  Jacob,  Traffic  Manager  of  the  Limerick  Railways,  of  the  Daily  Sailings  of 
the  steamer  “  Rosa,”  between  Foynes  and  Kilrush — the  sailings  being  in  reality 
;  on  Alternate  Days !  If  this  Guide  had  any  circulation  in  the  districts  affected 
by  these  blunders,  the  gentlemen  whose  names  are  officially  appended  to  them 
would  have  reason  to  express  their  obligations  to  the  Compiler  of  the  Guide, 
more  especially  as  the  correct  information  was  in  his  own  office,  and  in  one  case 
actually  printed  in  it.  These  are  only  specimens  of  the  carefulness  of  the  revision 
I  of  Falconer’s  Threepenny  Guide,  and  the  list  might  be  almost  indefinitely 
extended. 

As  regards  Falconer’s  “  Official”  Pocket  Guide,  if  any  one  consults  it 
he  will  find  the  vessels  of  the  Liverpool  and  Dublin  Steam  Navigation  Company 
announced  as  still  sailing  from  the  North  Wall  daily,  although  the  steamers  were 
withdrawn  in  the  month  of  June  last!  Steamers  are  also  announced  in  Fal¬ 
coner’s  “Official”  Pocket  Guide  to  leave  North  Wall  for  Bristol  every  Tuesday 
and  Friday,  and  for  Silloth  every  Monday,  Thursday,  ana  Friday — there  having 
been  no  sailings  on  Fridays  to  either  Bristol  or  Silloth  for  more  than  two  years  ! 
In  the  November  number  of  this  would-be  “Official”  Guide,  the  Dublin  and 
Kingstown  Steamers  are  announced  as  still  running;  though  everyone  in  Dublin 
(except  the  Compiler  of  Falconer’s  Guides)  is  aware  that  these  steamers  were 
withdrawn  in  September  last ! ! 

Now,  with  such  glaring  blunders  as  these  (which  are  only  specimens  of  the 
general  character  of  these  Guides),  can  any  one  suppose  that  they  are  consulted, 
to  any  considerable  extent,  by  the  travelling  public  P  If  they  were,  such  blunders 
could  not  be  repeated  month  after  month,  for  years,  without  leading  some  one 
astray,  and  this  would  of  course  lead  to  a  correction.  There  is,  no  doubt,  some 
allowance  to  be  made  for  occasional  errors  in  cases  where  information  has  not  been 
supplied,  or  cannot  be  obtained,  but  the  blunders  above  referred  to  do  not  come 
under  that  head ;  and  they  proclaim,  in  terms  not  to  be  mistaken,  the  character 
of  the  publications  in  which  they  appear. 

It  surely  would  have  been  more  respectable  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Falconer  to 
seek  to  obtain  a  position  for  his  Guides  by  proper  means  than  by  making  an 
unwarrantable  use  of  the  Title  of  another  publication. 

Simple  as  is  the  compilation  of  a  Travelling  Guide,  it  requires  the  continuous 
supervision  of  some  one  who  has  devoted  special  attention  to  the  subject,  and  who 
is  acquainted  with  the  leading  features  of  the  Through  Booking  Arrangements 
now  in  such  general  operation.  And  it  is  owing  to  these  requisites  being  avail¬ 
able  in  the  case  of  THE  OFFICIAL  IRISH  TRAVELLING  GUIDE  that  it  has 
attained  its  present  leading  position.
